Norway to Refuse 
To Expel Trotzky 


Oslo, Norway, Sept. I (AP)—Nor­ 
wegian officials gave strong indica­ 
tions Sunday night the government 
would disregard Soviet Russia’s re­ 
quest for the exulsion of Leon Trot­ 
zky and permit the former com­ 
munist leader to remain in Norway. 
Premier 
Johann 
Nygaardsvold 
said: 
“It is beyond my comprehension 
how anybody could argue in the way 
Russia does. 
We have treated the 
Trotzky problem according to our 
viewpoint 
of 
Norway’s 
interests. 
There is nothing more to say about 
it.” 
A short time later Foreign Minis­ 
ter Halvdan Koht declared in a 
speech: 
“The principle of asylum will be 
maintained by the present govern­ 
ment of Norway. 
We will not let 
ourselves be subdued in such m at­ 
ters by anyone.” 
Trotzky, under close guard by the 
government, was secluded in his villa 
at Hoenefoss. 
Responsible sources expressed the 
opinion the U. S. S. R. had sent its

Younff Bellevue Hospital Psychiatrist Discovers Identity 
Of 60-Year-Old Man Found Walking New 
Yrork Streets IJ Days Ago. 


New York, Sept. I (AP).—By hyp­ 
notism a young psychiatrist at Belle­ 
vue hospital Monday broke through 
the amnesia mists clouding the mind 
of a 60-year-old patient found wan­ 
dering on the streets thirteen days 
ago. 
As the patient sat stiffly, the 
young doctor—name not disclosed— 
softly and urgently repeated to him: 
"Go to sleep. Go to sleep.” 
The patient fell into apparent 
slumber, and the psychiatrist added: 
"You’re remembering your name. 
You're going to tell me your name.” 
With a supreme effort, the patient 
said clearly: "Erwin Gordon Thom­ 
as.” 
"It Is a general practice.” said a 
hospital authority, "to hypnotize am­ 


nesia victims if they aren’t the hys­ 
terical type. Some results are high­ 
ly satisfactory.” 
The strange effort at digging old 
facts from reluctant memory went 
on. Hypnotic questions had indicat­ 
ed, physicians said, that the patient 
had a daughter named Mrs. Anna 
Burnett, living in Charleston, South 
Carolina.
